MEN OF AFFAIRS IN FORT WAYNE 


Head Western Miners to Have Liberty 


in Consequence of Acquittal of 
I 


Secretary Haywood, 


STATE RESISTS RELEASE 


Boise, Idaho, July 29.—Charles H. 


Moyer, president of the T/estern Fed- 
eration of Miners and' co-defendant 
with William D. Haywood, who on yes- 
terday was acquitted of the murder of 
former Governor Steunencerg, will be 
admitted to bail in the sum of 525,000 
and released this afternoon. 


An agreement to this 
end 
was 


reached this morning .between coun- 
sel for the state and defense, but the 
making'of the formal application and 
entry was postponed from 10 a. m., 
at which hour court reconvened to- 
day, until 2 p. m. 
The delay was 


asked for to allow further 
confer- 


ences between 
cqunsel as to what 


action shall he taken in the case o£ 
George L. J'ettibone, the third of the 
defendants brought from Colorado to 
Idaho eighteen months ago. 


Will Oppose Bail for Peltibone. 
It is understood the attorneys for 


the state will oppose bail for Petti- 
hone in any sum whatever. 
Judge 


Wood announced that he would not 
adjourn court for the term until to- 
morrow night, and any order agreed 
upon by the attorneys might be en- 
tered up to that time. 


The big court room today present- 


ed a far different picture from the 
closing days of the Haywood trial. 
The jury box and all the spectators' 
benches were empty and only a.hand- 
ful of attorneys sat within the rail. 
None of the defendants was in court, 


Boise continues quietly to discuss 


the verdict and apparently the people 
are taking but little interest as to 
the future course of the prosecution. 


Scene Was the Same. 


The scene and the charge were the 


same as that under consideration be- 
fore a jury in the same court room for 
the last eleven ^veeks. Only the char- 
acters were difterent, William D. Hay- 


,.y.rood, the secretary-treasurer of the 


federation, 
having been 
discharged 


from custody today, following acquit- 
tal yesterday morning by the jury 
that triad him. 


It was; intimated that the ball for 


Pettibone? would be refused unless the 
arguments presented 
by his counsel 


should prevail. In both cases the state 
resists ths granting of -the bail. The 
defense argues that the two remain- 
ing defendants now in custody, hav- 
ing been arrested under the same in- 
dictment as Haywood and the charge 
against Haywood being that he was a 
part of a conspiracy and not actually 


the murderer in a physical sense of 
Steunenberg, the clearing of Haywood 
clears the two men charged with be- 
ing co-conspirators with Haywood. 


Ground of State's Resistance. 


The state resists on the ground 


that while the jury acquitted Hay- 
wood, this was the result of failure in 
the eyes of the jury to bring sufficient 
evidence to link up the connection of 
the men charged with conspiracy to 
commit the crime with the crime it- 
self and the man Orchard, who is the 
confessed slayer of Steunenberg, but 
that at the next trial when the pur- 
pose of the state is to show that Petti- 
hone was a part of the conspiracy 
and that 
the 
evidence 
available 


against Haywood will be used also 
against Pettibone with, the necessary 
filling in to enable the jury to con- 
vict. 


The decision of the state to con- 


tinue the prosecution o£ the men now 
under arrest and the statement that 
Jack Simpkins, the" fugitive from jus- 
tice indicted 
with them, is almost 


within the reach of the law and may 
be arrested at any time, came as a 
surprise to counsel for the defense, 
who confidently expected that Moy- 
er and Pettibone would be released. 


Happy Time for Haywood. 


Haywood spent last night quietly 


at the house in Boise where his fam- 
iily has been living since the trial be- 
gun. It was a happy gathering and 
the released man received congratu- 
lations from his friends in a steady 
stream. The telegrams continued to 
pour in from nearly every town in the 
union. 
Haywood 
will 
remain here 


some days before returning .to Denver 
to take up his work. 


John Murphy, general counsel for 


the Western Federation of Miners, 
who is dying of consumption here, is 
a great friend of Haywood, and ar- 
rangements are now being made to 
take him back to Denver, if possible, 
before his death. 


Haywood 
will 
accompany him. 


Boise has accepted the verdict quiet- 
ly and in the same spirit that ..has 
been in evidence since the trial com- 
menced. Governor Goodlng takes the 
position that the state having an- 
nounced a determination to leave the 
decision with judge and jury in the 
Haywood case, will maintain the 
same position with regard to Moyer 
and Pettibone.

Mrs. Huntington, their 
mother, is completely prostrated from 
the shock and is confined to her bed. 
A few blocks away Henry, who is re- 
garded by his family and friends as 
demented, is in jail: He is dazed and 
confused and hardly realizes the ter- 
rible thing he has done. 


Major Huntington Well Known. ' 


Major Huntington is one of the best 


known Americans in Paris, and he 
and his family have long taken a 
prominent part in the social and offi- 
cial gaiety of the French capital. He 
is a retired army officer, and prior to 
taking up his residence here, he lived 
in Chicago, where he was an asso- 
ciate of those prominent in army and 
business circles. In Paris he became 
well known for his 
after 
dinner 


speeches at the American club, of 
which he was one of the organizers 
and recently the president. 


Major Huntington and his family al- 


ways took a leading part in the social 
functions at the American embassy. 
Several years ago the family took a 
fine old residence at Versailles, where 
the major was better able to pursue 
his studies of French art and litera- 
ture. Major Huntington enjoys inde- 
pendent means. With former Ambas- 
sador Porter he compiled a list of 
French officers who participated with 
Lafayette in the American revolution. 
For this he was decorated with the 
cross of the Legion of Honor.

Tenement House in New York Burn- 


ed as Result of Bomb Outrage 


by Black Hand Members. 


Unknown Man Who Shot 


Two Officers Surround- 


,ed in a Swamp. 


Council Bluffs, Iowa. July 29.—De- 


tective George "Wilson, who last night 
was shot through the abdomen by an 
unknown man. whom he was trying to 
arrest, died today. 
Patrolman Rich- 


ardson, who was shot by the same 
man, is dangerously wounded and his 
recovery is doubtful. 


A large posse, which started in pur- 


suit of the desperado last night, 
shortly after the shooting, reported 
this afternoon that they had the mac 
surrounded in a corn field near 'Cres- 
cent, seven miles east of this city. 
They were being assisted by half a 
hundred county officials and residents 
in the country. It is not believed tho 
wan can escape. 


Patrolman Richardson's 
condition 


was reported as critical this after- 
noon and it was stated that he could 
not long survive. 


Tom Black, Leading Lawyer

Black, the most prominent lawyer in 
the city, a leading republican poli- 
tician and mayor for two terms, is in 
jail on a charge of forgery.

Black acknowledges the forgery of 
papers involving the sum of ?28,000. 
His operations extend, he says, over 
a period of nine years. 
Black was 


entrusted with the business of many 
clients. 
One of his clients and a 


trusting friend, was Dr. P. W. Sapp, 
a wealthy man of Columbus, who 
owns much property 
here. 
Black 


acted as the doctors agent in Kenton 
and had executed a large number of 
mortgages for him dating from May 
30, 1SS9, to July 3, of this year. It is 
stated that the forgeries were com- 
mited in connection with those mort- 
gages.

Virgil A. Geiger, editor of the Chur- 


ubusco Truth and former postmaster 
at that place, had bis wrist fractured 
and received other painful injuries in 
an automobile accident on the Goshen 
road north o- the city Sunday evening 
about 9 o'clock. Members of a party 
of four others who were 
with 
him 


were bruised and badly shaken up, 
but did not suffer as severely as Mr. 
Geiger. 


That the results 
of the accident 


were not more serious is strange. Mr. 
Geiger, accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. 
John Kelly, of this city, and a couple 
from Churtibusco, were en route to 
that. town. When two miles north of 
Fort Wayne and descending the steep 
hill which descends to 
the 
bridge 


across Spy Run some loose stones in 
the road caused the machine to skid. 
Mr. Geiger lost control of the machine 
and it plunged down a nine-foot em- 
bankment 
completely turning over 


and spilling its occupants out. The 
machine took fire from one of its oil 
lamps and was almost entirely con- 
sumed. 


Mr. Geiger was found to be suffering 


from the injuries described and the 
others suffered more 
or 
less from 


shock and bruises. William M. Griffin

brought the party to the city in Mr. 
Griffin's auto, taking Mr. Geiger to 
Hope hospital, where his broken wrist 
was set by Dr. L. P. Drayer.

knew there was a fire on board. The 
flames were extinguished after about 
$15,000 damage had been done. 


Black Hand Atrocity. 


The explosion of a bomb placed, the 


police 
believe, by agents of 
the 


"Black Hand" in an Italian grocery 
store on Christie street, started the 
fire which swept through the teeming 
Italian tenement and destroyed the 
lives of a score of people and injured 
fifteen others. 
The noise of the ex- 


plosion caused a panic in the densely 
populated 
district. The 
police say 


that many perished 
in 
the flames, 


fearing to escape to the streets where 
they believed 
death 
awaited them 


from the dreaded "Black Hand." 


A second explosion from a kero- 


sene tank followed and the whole low- 
er floor was a mass of flames from 
blazing oil. 


The fire shot up in the stairways, 


cutting off all escape from those in 
the bed rooms above. Many rushed 
to the fire escapes, 
which became 


clogged with frightened people. The 
house was filled with dense smoke 
and the flames rushing 
up stairs,

the roof. The flames killed many as 
they were about to be rescued from 
the roof, while others were orerco'iie 
by smoke.

when lie heard the words which set 
him free. 
His wife, his friends and 


fntay who had been only interested 
spectators at the long trial, greeted 
the verdict with 
long 
shouts 
and 


cheers—the decision which 
branded 


Harry Orchard a perjurer as well as a 
murderer. 


The jury sent for Judge Wood at 


7:30 
a. in. 
The judge carne immedi- 


ately to the court room and was fol- 
lowed in a. few minutes by attorneys 
for Haywood and Prosecutor Hawley. 
The jury "was brought in at 7:54 a. m. 
and the verdict, "Not guilty," read by 
the clerk. 


Lawyers for the defendant grasped 


him by the hand and he was led from 
court room immediately. He started 
at once for the hospital to see his aged 
mother and then went horns to "his 
family. 
' ". State Will Continue Fight. 
It had been freely predicted that In 


the event of Haywood's acquittal the 
state would abandon the prosecution 
of his associates, Charles H. Moyer, 
president 
of 
the 
federation, and 


George A. Pettibone, of Denver. State- 
ments from counsel and from Govern- 
or .Gooding, issued yesterday, dispel 
this view of the situation. Governor 
Gooding said: 


"The verdict is a great surprise to 


me, and I believe to all citizens of 
Idaho who have heard or read the evi- 
dence in the case. 
I have done my 


duty. I have no regret as to any ac- 
tion I have taken and my conscience 
is clear. As long as God gives me 
strength I shall continue my efforts 
for government by law and for organ- 
ized society. 
.-."The state will continue a vigorous 
prosecution of Moyer and Pettibono 
and Adams and of Simpkins, when 
apprehended. 
There will be neither 


hesitation nor retreat." 


Not the least interesting of the com- 


ments made upon the verdict yester- 
day was that of Harry Orchard. When 
told at the state penitentiary that Hay- 
wood had 
been 
acquitted, Orchard 


said: 


"Well, I have done my duty. I have 


told the truth. I could do no more. I 
am ready to take any punishment that 
may be meted out to 
me 
for 
my 


crimes, and the sooner it comes the 
better." 


Jury Out Twenty-One Hours. 


It was after being out for twenty-one 


hours that the jury, which at first had 
been 
rided eight to four and then 


seemed deadlocked at ten to two, final- 
ly came to an agreement shortly after 
the first faint streaks of the coming 
day showed gray above the giant hills. 
The weary, snow-bearded old 
bailiff 


who had kept-an all-night vigil before 
the door of the jury room was startled 
Into action by an imperative knock 
from within. 
Events moved rapidly 


after this and when the principal ac- 
tors in the trial had been gathered 
Into the court room at a few moments 
before 8 o'clock the white envelope 
banded by the foreman to the judge 
was torn open and the verdict read. 


It came as an electric thrill to the 


prisoner, to his counsel, to the attor- 
neys for the state and to the small 
group of heavy-eyed newspaper men 
sad court officials who had been sum- 
moned from beds but lately sought or 
trom offices where sleepless waiting 
had marked the night. 
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hands and shout aloud their congrat- 
ulations. 
James H. Hawley, leading 


counsel for the state, and 0. N. Van- 
duyn, the prosecuting attorney of the 
county in which former Governor Ste'u- 
neiiberR was assassinated, sat gloomy 
and silent in their places. 
Senator 


i Borah, who made the closing plea for 
conviction, was not present. Of the 
prisoner's counsel those in the court 
room were Clarence Darrow, of Chi- 
cago, E. F. Richardson, of Denver, and 
John F. Nugent, of Boise. 


No member of the prisoner's family 


nor any of -his friends among the so- 
cialist writers and the so-called "La- 
bor jury" who have been attending the 
trial was in the court room at 
the 


early hour the verdict was returned. 
The spectators' benches were empty, 
but in the doorway stood Governor 
Frank Gooding, who has taken an ac- 
tive part in pressing the prosecution 
of Haywood and his associates. There 
was no demonstration other than that 
made by the attorneys for the defense 
and the court proceedings were over, 
the prisoner had been discharged a..d 
the jury dismissed for the term in !:-:'.s 
than three minutes' time. 


The news of the verdict v--r, receiv- 


ed reluctantly in Boise. 
iC.xtra edi- 


tions of the papers cnr:-;: i ;he tidings 
far and wide, r-rl 
during 
the day 


there was considerable discussion in 
clubs, cafes, hotels and upon street 
corners. 
The 
surprise 
which had 


been so manifest in the court room 
was prevalent everywhere. The long 
time the jury was out had conveyed 
the general impression 
that 
there 


could be no other outcome than a dis- 
agreement. 
The 
rumors 
which 


spread so rapidly 
and 
frequently 


throughout the night, and which were 
as unreliable as such rumors always 
are. were generally to the effect that 
a majority of the jurors had voted for 
conviction. 
Some were even so rad- 


ical as to say that the only difference 
of opinion existing in the jury was as 
to the degree of guilt. 


The apprehension of disagreement 


spread even to 
members of the de- 


fendant's counsel, and when to this 
feeling was added the rumor of .ad- 
verse decision, which continually beat 
about their ears 
during the night, 


there could be none to doubt, the gen- 
uineness of their joy as the verdict 
was read. 
Clarence Darrow, of Chi- 


cago, who had made a plea describing 
the case at issue as 
a struggle of 


"class against class," who had defi- 
antly told the jurors that they were 
hostile to his client, and had had their 
minds poisoned by a corrupt and cap- 
italistic press, had entered the court 
room with the mold of his speech still 
upon him, but as Haywood was freed 
and 
as the Jury was passing out he 


vied with the other members of coun- 
sel and with 
the prisoner 
himself 


with 
thanking, with many expres- 


sions of sincerity, the twelve citizens 
of Idaho who had heard the evidence 
and rendered their unalterable opin- 
ion. 
Mr. Richardson, too, hastened 


to dictate a statement in which he de- 
clared his client had been given an 
absolutely fair and impartial trial and 
that Idaho had indeed reason to be 
proud of herself. 


Thought of Mother First. 


Haywood's first thought, was of his 


aged mother, who Saturday had suf- 
fered a complete nervous breakdown 
after the jury had retired. Leaving 
the court room in company with At- 
torney Nugent he walked down to the 
jail portion of the building, shaking 
hands as he went with guards, em- 
ployes and friends who bad arrived 
on the scene. 
He bade farewell to 


Moyer, who, when he heard the ver- 
dict, said: 
"That's good," and never 


stopped shaking, 
and 
to Pettibone, 


whom Darrow described 10 the jury 
ns a "sort of Happy Hooligan,"' and 
who called "give my regards to Broad- 
way." Then Haywood walked to St. 


j Luke's hospital and, unannounced, 
i rushed into his mother's room. 
So 


j great was the tonic upon the elderly 
I lady that, last night she was up and 


about, and happy.

Next. Haywood went to the little 


cottage where his wife and daughters 
have been stopping. He had parted 
with Attorney Nugent at. the hospital 
gate and left alone in Boise, got all 
but lost and had to inquire his way. 
Once home Haywood said:

Inquiry among the 
jurors 
after 


their dismissal revealed some of the 
elements entering into their decision. 
Samuel D. Oilman,' ''ho last man to 
be won over to the defense, declared 
that a majority of the men seemed 
convinced that the general tone of the 
court's instructions indicated that the 
defendant should be freed.

McBean, who voted consistently for

Only Verdict Possible. 


Juror James Robertson, the good

Darrow's Statement. 


Clarence 
Darrow,

whose argument to the

and counsel considerate. 


We have no complaint to make. I do 
not desire to be understood as wish- 
ing to reflect, upon the integrity of 
the. state or the people of 
Idaho.

west under doctor's orders.

diately after tho verdict was rendered 
he went to his home.

has broken down considerably under 
the strain of the trial and preferred 
not to make a statement as to tho 
outcome. 


Senator Borah said: 
"So far as 


Haywood's case Is concerned, twelve 
good citizens of Idaho have acquitted 
him. 
That settles it. But this will 


not end the prosecution of Moyer and 
.Pettibone. 
The prosecution of these 


two cases will be pushed with such 
vigor as the state commands. It is 
probable that Pettibone will be put 


on trial about October 1. The pres- 
ent verdict has pleased me in one re- 
spect, if in no other, and that is In 
the great pleasure Haywood's mother 
must feel." 


John Murphy, genera! counsel for 


the Western Fc-ueratioa of Miners, 
"who. 
in .spite of the fact that he is 


wasted to a skeleton by consumption, 
has almost daily occupied a place at

trial, was unable to be present at the 
closing argument or scenes.

Haywood lined the slight form of the 
dying man in his arms and Murphy is 
quoted as saying between gasps:

the following correct account of the 
occurrence was obtained: 


Henry, the youngest son of Major 


Huniington, has been considered un- 
balanced mentally for years. 
From 


i his early youth, he has been possess- 


ed of a mania that he had solved the 
science of curing disease, and he was 
constantly inventing and concocting 
the most preposterous remedies. His 
father, finding some years ago that 
it was impossible to control him, 
gave him an allowance and permitted 
him to go his own way. 
Since that 


time Henry has' lived alternately in 
Paris or Aisne, where some time ago 
he married the daughter of a village 
doctor named Deniz. 


There was no estrangement 
be- 


tween Henry and the other members 
of his family. 
When he arrived at 


the family home yesterday 
in re- 


sponse to a message apprising him 
of the gravity of his father's condi- 
tion, he strutted into the bed room of 
his parent mumbling something about 
his father not receiving proper treat- 
ment. It was seen then that he was 
laboring under mental excitement. 


Began to Ask Questions. 


He did not kneel at the bedside of 


his father and asK forgiveness as has 
been reported, but he began interrog- 
ating Major Huntington. 
When his 


father, whose mind was wandering, 
replied incoherently, Henry turned 
abruptly to the family and said angri- 
ly: 


"Don't you see that you are killing 


him?" 


Henry at once hecams more ex- 


cited and continued to speak violent 
ly and loudly. The members of the 
family gathered around him and tried 
to persuade him to go into the draw- 
ing room and talk the question over 
there. This he would not do, but in 
a loud voice, ho insisted that the 
only way to cure his father was to ad- 
minister the blood of a dog mixed 
with sea water, a remedy which he 
had invented. Tiring of his persist- 
ence his 
brother, 
Douglas, 
finally 


opened the door of the bedroom and 
said: 
. "I am the oldest and I ask you to 
leave and not return." • 


Began to Shoot. 


Edith 
Huntington. also 
abjured 


her brother to depart and not create 
further 
disturbance. 
They began 


pushing Henry towards the door. 
Suddenly 
he whipped 
a 
revolver 


from his pocket 
and 
fired 
point 


blank at Douglas. The bullet grazed 
the older brother's temple and he 
fell to the floor stunned. 
Henry 


then turned 'his pistol on Alonzo and 
fired a second time. 
Tho 
bullet 


pierced 
Alonzo's 
lungs 
and 
he 


dropped. 
Tha two girls, Elizabeth 


and Edith, then rushed forward in 
frantic despair, trying desparately to 
put an end to the shooting. 
Henry 


shot Edith through the arm, and 
then placing his revolver against Eli- 
zabeth's breast he pulled the trig- 
ger for the fourth time. 


In the meantime one of the guards 


of the Versailles ark, who happened 
to be in the kitchen downstairs, ac- 
companied by the household servants, 
hurried upstairs, rushed Into the room 
and wrenched the revolver from the 
hands of the mad man. 


Henry immediately calmed 
down 


and made no objection to being led 
away. 
He was quiet and only asked 


to be allowed to tell his wife .what had 
occurred before being lodged in jail.

He remarked his 
acts were the outcome of family trou- 
bles and he manifested no repentance 
for them.

Reed shot and killed Daugherty last 


Saturday evening while the poliec- 
man was taking a companion of 
Reed's to jail. The negro was after- 
wards captured in a sail boat on 
Tangier sound by a party of men who 
pursued him in a power boat. On 
reaching shore he was seized by the 
mob which had formed rapidly and 
literally beaten and kicked to death. 
The body was then dragged to the 
seem of the murder and strung up to 
a telegraph pole. 


While it was dangling in the air a 


number of the lynchers suggested the 
mobbing of the rest of the negroes in 
the town. Thereupon the houses of 
several colored families were invaded 
and the members badly beaten.

was prevented from "perfecting the 
third act necessary to fixing the rate" 
(publication thereof), and that thus 
there is no 2 cent law in Virginia to- 
day. Under the constitution, said Gov. 
Swanson, in order for the commission 
to fix a rate it must take three neces- 
sary steps—viz.: Give notice to the 
transportation companies to appear; 
second, give a hearing and enter an. 
order; third, publish the order four 
weeks before it can take effect. 


"The order of Judge Pritchard in the 


Virginia case is outrageous," says Gov. 
Swanson. 
"He says the fixing of a 


rate by the corporation commission is 
a legislative act and yet he restrains 
this legislative body in Virginia from 
doing what is absolutely necessary to 
complete an act of legislation under 
our constitution. The corporation com- 
mission is paramount to the general 
assembly of Virginia in fixing rates. If 
Judge Pritchard can enjoin the corpor- 
ation commission from performing its 
duties in fixing a rate and completing 
it, he can enjoin tne legislature." •

In selecting corn, that with short, thick ears, green, 


tender husks and dark silk will be found best. 
To test the 


condition of the corn turn back the husks and press a kernel 
with something sharp. 
The farmer uses his thumb nail. If 


the milk flows freely the corn is in the pink of condition. 


Like peas, corn loses its sweetness after being broken 


from the stalk. 
Freshly picked it is at its best. In boil- 


Ing, remove the outer husks, turn back the inner husks and 
twist together over the ear. Bind with a husk, put in a 
saucepan, spread the outer leaves over the top, pour on cold 
water to cover and bring quickly to a boil. 
Cook only five 


or six minutes, as overcooking 
toughens. 
Strip 
off the 


husks, wrap In a serviette and serve piping hot. If the fam- 
ily Is large it is a good plan to cook the corn in relays.

Distorted Facts. 


Washington, July 29.—Vice Presi- 


dent. Fairbanks is charged with re- 
sorting to bad faith and misrepre- 
sentation to defeat the passage of 
the bill for the protection of fur 
seals. 
The charges are preferred by 


Professor Henry W. Elliott, of Cleve- 
land, who has made public corre- 
spondence with the president 
and 


the department of state covering 
them. 


Professor 
Elliott, 
government 


agent, and expert on the fur seals of 
the Pribilof islands, has appeared 
before congressional committees Sri 
behalf of legislation with that object 
in view. 


In a letter to the president under 


date of Feb. 7, I<i07, Elliott says: 


"During the progress of a hearing 


before tho committee of ways and 
means Jan. 25. 1907, the attorney 
for the fur seal contractors (former 
Senator Faulkner of West Virginia) 
read a 
letter 
to 
Secretary Hay, 


signed by T. 
B. Loomis, acting 


secretary.' 


Attack Made on Elliott. 


"This remarkable letter 
recited 


the fact that Senator Fairbanks de- 
sired to have him (Loomis) inform 
Mr. Hay that I was an 'impossible 
person, not qualified 
by character 


or by reputation,' to do certain ex- 
pert fur seal work, which Mr. Hay 
desired me to do, and he had agreed 
in writing with me to do. 


"The inclosed transcripts 
of of- 


ficial records of the sessional papers 
of the Canadian parliament and of 
the record of the Senate committee 
on foreign relations declare that this 
charge made against me by Senator 
Fairbanks, as above stated, is utterly 
false; they further declare the fact 
that Senator Fairbanks himself is 
that 'impossible person not qualified 
by character or reputation' to handle 
the subject at issue." 


Professor Elliott then takes up 


the records of the senate committee 
on foreign relations in an attempt to 
show that in 1903 Vice 
President 


Fairbanks, then a member of that 
committee and also of the joint high 
commission, defeated the passage of 
the fur seal bill by misrepresenta- 
tion. 
Professor Elliott asserts that 


the bill which had passed the house 
had been considered by the subcom- 
mittee of the senate committee on 
foreign relations and that "the sub- 
committee had reported back the 
bill favorably to the full committee." 


Says Bill Was Put on Shelf.

commission reconvened. 


"For these reasons he asked that 


no action be taken by the committee 
on the bill. 
Accepting this state- 


ment of Senator Fairbanks in good 
faith, and not questioning it, the 
committee deferred action and the 
bill was abandoned."

iing held without bond as a witness in 
the case. 
Stories Differ. 


The LaPointe woman is a full blood- 


ed Chippewa Indian and she- had bec-n 
living "with Johnson here for some 
time before the arrival of Mrs. Besan- 
con, when he attempted to divide his 
affections between the two and incit- 
ed in the mind ot the Indian the most 
intense jealousy. She said in the jail 
here today, 


"I wanted to kill Johnson and did 


not care so much about the woman. 
I wanted his life and am sorry that I 
did not get it. I do not regret having 
killed the woman, because I hate her. 


"I have been preparing for this for 


Borne time. Last night I knew they 
•were out together and when I saw 
them coming along the street I step- 
ped in front 
of 
them and shot. 
I 


tried to kill Johnson first. He had no 
right to treat me the war he did."

Willie Rowley Drowned in 


St. Mary's Eiver While 


Swimming Sunday. 


The victim of the childish terror 


of his playmates, who feared to tell 
of his awful accident. Willie Rowley, 
the eleven-year-old stepson oi A. P. 
Bristel, was drowned Sunday after- 
noon in the St. Mary's river where he 
had been swimming. Over two hours 
after the small boy had sunk beneath 
the surface his lifeless body was 
found by a searching party. 
The 


place where the 
tragedy occurred 


was just north of the Wabash rail- 
road bridge. 


The hoy, whose home was at 2413 


Thompson avenue, went swimming 
with his two play-mates, Earl Leu- 
hart and William Balls, about iho 
middle of the afternoon hi the Si. 
.Mary's river, near his home. 
Tun 


youngsters were having great snort 
when his playmates saw young Row- 
ley dive off the spring-board which 
the boys used for the purpose. Then 
for minute after minute they watched, 
anxiety changing to fear, and fear to 
terror, while the surface of the water 
retained its awful placiduess. Then, 
overcome by the horror of the situ- 
ation. they stole away, dreading the 
evil moment when they should have 
to tell that their playmate had been 
drowned. 
They intended to inform 


the boy's relatives first and therefore 
delayed spreading the alarm. 


Body is Recovered. 


Sometime afterward a boy, walk- 


ing along the river bank, saw the 
clothes of young Rowley, and report- 
ed 
the 
matter 
to 
Police 
Officer 


Golden. 
Later 
the 
relatives 
and 


friends of the boy arrived on the spot 
and commenced a search for the- 
body. Among the party were Frank 
W. Edmunds and Judge W. J. Vesey, 
who dived for the 
corpse. 
They 


found it not twenty feet from the spot 
where the lad had struck the water. 


It is thought that the boy must 


have struck his head against a stone 
or other sharp object in the dive, and 
been so stunned as to be unable to 
rise to the surface. A slight abrasion 
was found on the forehead, but this 
might have been caused by the bite 
of a turtle. It is possible that if the 
alarm had been given immediately 
the body might have been recovered 
in time to be resuscitated. 
The body 


was taken to the Peltier morgue and 
prepared for burial.
